Poison in Flax 


Anyone planning to feed flax , 


or flax straw which was frozen 
while still immature, should te | 
very careful. Freezing ibe 
green causés the. formation of 
prussic acid in flax, and this 
could cause serious losses in 
livestock if they. got much of it: 
Treat For Lice 
The proper time to. treat cattle 
for. lice is when they come in, 
in the fall. Lice cause more loss 
to cattlemen than most of them 
realize. In the shape of wasted 
‘ feed and poor doing stock, the 
loss is many dollars on the aver- 
age farm. , 
Treatment is easy if a sprayer 
is available but can also be done 
by hand if necessary. Chemicals 
such.as Lindane and DDT are 
effective and cheap. Treatment 
should be done twice at inter- 
vals of ten days to two weeks 
but even a single treatment is a 
big help. In many areas groups 
of farmers are forming and buy- 
ing a sprayer between them be- 
cause they realize the profit they 
can get from keeping their cattle 
free of insects such as lice and 
warble.
